City Authorizes Funds for City Hall Site, Okays Tax-increase Budget, Delays CSC Appointment

Coriscana 
City Com- 


missioners gave final approval 
Tuesday to a 1973-74 budget of 
$2,868,078, delayed appointing 
Robert C. Mauer to the Civil 
Service 
Commission, 
and 


authorized borrowing funds 
needed to adquire land for a 
new city hall site. 


The 
commission 
also 


authorized City Manager Dick 
Ballenger to advertise for bids 
on a new fire station and gave 
final approval to a pair of city 
ordinances during a busy 
regular meeting lasting two and 
a half hours. Approximately 
half a dozen interested citizens 
attended most of the afternoon 
sission. 


The new budget, effective 


Oct. 1 at the start of the city's 
fiscal year, was given final 
approval in a voice vote with 
only Comm. H. R. Stroube Jr. 
opposed Comm. Bob Scott did 
not attend the meeting. Mayor 
Sue Youngblood and Comms. 
Geral Nichols and P. D. 
Fullwood voted to approve the 
budget which sets the 1973 tax 
rate at 88 cents on a hundred 
dollar valuation—ten cents 
higher than in 1972. The new 
budget received 
preliminary 


approval Sept. 4 and is almost a 
$400,000 increase over this 
year's $2,476,925. 


Approval 
of Ballenger's 


appointment of Mauer to the 
Corsicana Civil Service Com- 


mission was tabled until the 
council meets again. Comm. 
Stroube requested the delay so 
he can further investigate 
Mauer's qualifications for the 
position. The Civil Service 
vacancy is a result of Chairman 
Wayne Norris' notification that 
he 
connot 
accept 
re- 


appointment due to business 
duties. His term expires Sept. 
30. 


MAYOR YOUNGBLOOD and 


City Secretary Nelda Neal were 
authorized in a unanimous voice 
vote to borrow necessary funds 
to buy land in block No. 315 as 
site for the new city hall. The 
commission 
estimated ap- 


proximately $105,000 will have 


to be borrowed to purchase the 
property. The City will be 
reimbursed 
for most of the 


projected cost by a $100,000 gift 
from the Navarro Community 
Foundation— after 
all tran- 


sactions are completed. The 
additional cost will be financed 
as part of the $450,000 bond issue 
approved for the city hall and 
fire station. 


B a l l e n g e r 
r e c e i v e d 


unanimous-voice-vote approval 
to authorize bids for con- 
struction of the new fire station. 
The xuilding plans for the new 
station, already completed, 
were looked at by the com- 
missioners before approval was 
made. Comm. Stroube asked if 
the building would complement 


the city hall, library and 
chamber of commerce struc- 
tures. 


Ballenger said the fire station 


would be "a much better 
looking building than 
the 


chamber building," to which 
Comm. 
Fullwood 
added, 


"That's for sure." Comm. 
Nichols said he thought the 
plans for the station were okay, 
although he had not had time to 
thoroughly 
study 
all 


specifications. Ballenger said 
both he and Fire Chief Charlie 
Tieman think the proposed 
station fills all requirements 
they think necessary for such a 
facility.

Citizens Ask Commission For Buses, Equal Taxes, Safe Railroad Crossings 


The possibilities of city bus service, more 


equitable tax assessments and underpasses 
being built at railroad crossings in Corsicana 
were among the subjects presented to the City 
Commission by interested citizens Tuesday. 
Approximately half a dozen persons attended 
the regular afternoon meeting to express their 
views. 


Dr. Dan Hamill said he presented the subject 


of city bus service to the commission because 
he disliked "the odious idea of being a chauf- 
feur for a colored maid and gardener." He said 
city buses would not benefit him otherwise, 
because he is still able to drive his own car. 


Vaguely indicating directions with head 


gestures, Dr. Hamill added, "(the City) should 
have some kind of service out there .... so those 
people can get to town." 


Comm. P. D. Fullwood said he favored a 


"feasibility study" being made concerning the 
possibility of county-wide bus service, not just 
city-wide. He said such a study might locate 
someone willing to try this type of service 
through "franchise" operation. 
Comm. 


Fullwood agreed when Dr. Hamill suggested 
there are many persons in Corsicana who need 
bus service to take care of business downtown 
and other routine travel. But the commissioner 
continued to support a county-wide feasibility 
study, saying persons outside the city also need 
a way to visit doctors, go shopping and pay 
their bills. 


DR. HAMILL AGREED that a county-wide 


service would be good, but he was primarily 
concerned with city bus service. He said if a 
city program proves feasible, then study a 
county system. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood said she and City 


Masnager Dick Ballenger both favored the idea 
of some kind of city bus service. She indicated 
she had no doubt many Corsicanans would 
benefit from regular city routes. The mayor 
added that Memorial Hospital would be just 
one good example of a place needing bus ser- 
vice. 


Comm. H. R. Stroube Jr. summarized most 


of the discussion by saying "I think all the 
commission members favor the idea, but 
money is the problem." He pointed out that the 
1973-74 budget of $2,868,078—approved only a 
few minutes before Dr. Hamill made his 
opening remarks—contained no provision for 
such an expenditure. 


Comm. Geral Nichols noted that Corsicana is 


not alone in this problem. He said, and was 
supported by Comm. Fullwood, that all cities 
face the same situation concerning bus service, 
particularly smaller cities. Both com- 
missioners indicated they questioned whether 
or not anyone could profitably operate a city 
bus service in Corsicana without some form of 
subsidy. 


MRS. VENO W. TURNER, 1321 North 


Beaton, suggested someone might operate a 
single bus with regular routes inside the city for 
a few months to determine the exact cost in- 
volved. Then the City would know what rates 
would have to be charged and could roughly 
figure the expense of operating a larger 
system. 


Mayor Youngblood thanked Dr. Hamill and 


Mrs. Turner for their interest and comments 
concerning the subject before saying she 
favored a "feasibility study" being conducted. 
Whether the study would be confined to the city 
or 
expanded 
to 
include 
county-wide 


possibilities was not clearly specified. 


Later during the meeting, Mrs. Turner told 


the commission she had been asked by several 
local service clubs and organizations to suggest 
the new city hall include a city auditorium. She 


said Corsicana needs a city auditorium and 
that perhaps it could be built above the city hall 
offices, since a two-story structure requires no 
more land area than occupied by the ground 
floor. 


Mrs. Turner mentioned the Navarro Junior 


College auditorium as being available for 
public usage, but said the citizens of Corsicana. 
"just will not use it." She said she could not 
determine why such an attitude existed. Mayor 
Youngblood said that while final plans had not 
been finished for city hall, it would almost 
certainly be a one-story building. 


GUS GAPPELBERG told the commission he 


believed all taxes, particularly those relating to 
property, in Corsicana should be equalized. He 
said "middle-class working people are being 
unfairly taxed." As an example, he noted that 
the tax evaluation on his home varies as much 
as $2,000 between his city tax rate and the 
Corsicana Independent School District rate. 
Gappelberg said both valuations should be the 
same, since they both affect one house. 


Gappelberg said if all property in Corsicana 


were re-assessed properly, the City would find 
a great deal of additional revenue. He also 
believed the average' working man's taxes 
would be decreased. 


In response to Gappelberg's later question 


concerning railroad crossings being blocked bv 
slow-moving trains, Ballenger said the 
prospects of building underpasses are not good. 
The city manager said an underpass built today 
would have a price tag of at least $500,000. 


RAILROAD OFFICIALS prefer cities build 


overpasses, according to BaUenger, but he said 
they require even more land and cost twice as 
much as an underpass. He said there may be 
some federal funds eventually available for 
such construction, but many bureaucratic 
"ifs" would have to be approved. Because of 
these complications, Ballenger said he thinks 
building an underpass is "out of the question 
financially and should not be considered at 
great length at this time." 


Gappelberg suggested that trains be limited 


to 50 cars so they can clear crossings within 
five minutes. Comm. Nichols said he was not 
sure what should be done, but he would go on 
record as saying the City had done "a poor job" 
of enforcing a law which prohibits trains from 
stopping on a crossing longer than five 
minutes. 


Police Chief Don Massey agreed with Comm. 


Nichols that the "five minutes" rule had not 
been enforced as effectively as it should have 
been. But Massey said enforcing it would 
require assigning one man to that one task 
exclusively. This means he would need more 
men in the department. 


Mayor Youngblood, with the commission's 


backing, requested that Massey do the best job 
possible concerning enforcement of the "five 
minutes" law without assigning one man to it 
full-time. The mayor also said the matter 
would be kept under consideration by the 
commission, and thanked Gappelberg for his 
contributions to the discussion. 


final approval was given to an 
amendment to a Planning and 
Zoning Commission ordinance; 
Mayor Youngblood opposed and 
Comm. Stroube abstained. The 
ordinance now provides that if a 
member of the P and Z Com- 
mission ceases to reside in 
Corsicana or ceases to won real 
property in the city, he may 
serve the term for which he was 
last appointed, but will not be 
eligible for re-appointment until 
regaining the qualifications of 
residency and ownership. 


In another roll call vote, 


appropriations and tax levying 
ordinances were given final 
approval with Comm. Stroube 
opposed. Comm. Stroube said 
he opposes the 100 per cent 
valuation on taxed set by the 
ordinances.

NJC Headcount Shows 967 Students 


Navarro Junior 
College's 


final headcount enrollment 
through the twelfth class day 
Wednesday was 967, a drop of 64 
from last year's final figure, Dr. 
Ben W. Jones, president, an- 
nounced today. 


Of the 967 students, 905 are 


enrolled in on-campus classes 
including 18 who are taking the 
KERA television class courses, 
and 62 are in off-campus 
classes. This compares with 
last year's total enrollment of 
1,031 of which 953 were on- 
campus students and 78 were 
off-campus students. 


President Jones said the state 


has changed the procedure for 
the accounting of and funding 
for students enrolled in public 
junior colleges, and junior 
colleges are not required to 
keep records as formerly 
breaking down enrollment to 
day or night classes, full or 
part-time, on or off-campus, but 
rather on a headcount basis and 
a complicated formula deter- 
mining "contact hours" all 
students are enrolled in. 


"There is no way of com- 


paring with last year as there 
are no figures for contact hours 
for last year since an entirely 
different system of accounting 
was used based on full-time 
student equivalince," he said. 
He said it will be early next 
week before the college will 
have compiled data from input 
of information into a computer 
and furnished this to the state 
which will compute the contact 
hours determining what the 


eventual and final funding NJC 
will receive for the next school 
year. 


"Since the state has changed 


the system of accounting, you 
can't compare apples to 
oranges," he commented on the 
new formula. 


Dr. Jones said NJC has been 


given a "line item" ap- 
propriation of $569,458, for 
academics for both 1973-74, and 
$215,871 for vocational technical 
programs for both years of the 
next biennium, but won't know 
what it will eventually receive 
out of state contingency ap- 
propriation monies until the 
college's "contact hours" have 
been computed in Austin by the 
Coordinating Board for Texas 
Colleges and Universities and 
the Texas Education Agency. 
For 1972, NJC received $677,761 
for academics and $165,916 for 
technical vocation. 


"The formula this year is 


much more complicated than 
last year," Dr. Jones said in 
computing contact hours and 
"we don't have this information 
compiled, and won't until next 
week." 


Dr. Jones said heretofore the 


state had funded public colleges 
on full-time student equivalent 
basis computed by taking the 
total number of semester hours 
that students are enrolled in and 
dividing this by 15 semester 
hours which is considered a 
normal student load for funding 
purposes. 


"The new system requires the 


college to report contact hours 


A 
by 


students are enrolled in. 
contact hour is computed 
multiplying the number of 
times a week that the student 
meets classes by the number of 
weeks for which he is enrolled in 
the course. A three semester 
hour course would be three 
times 16 weeks or 48 contact 
hours, and to get the number of 
contact hours in any course, you 
then multiply this number by 
the number of students enrolled 
in the course. 


"Funds for these courses are 


then based on multiplying the 
number of contact hours for 
each area by the per contact 
funding rates as established by 
the Coordinating Board and 
Texas Educational Agency," he 
said, pointing out the per 
contact funding rate schedules 
were set out in the 1973 state 
appropriations bill.

Beef Prices Continue Fluctuating, Supplies Hold, Supermarket Survey Shows Here

Fluctuations were in evidence 


in meat prices this week in 
Corsicana's supermarkets since 
The Daily Sun's survey last 
week. 


The survey is restricted to 


four types of beef—sirloin 
steak, round steak, chuck roast 
and lean ground meat. 


Where prices were up, stores 


said this reflected increased 
wholesale prices to them; 
where prices were stable or 
down, the opposite was true. 


Of the city's 
five super- 


markets 
surveyed, 
only 


Brookshire's 
reported 
no 


change for baby beef in this 
Tuesday's price to that of Sept. 
11—Sirloin, $1.85; round, $1.89; 
chuck roast, 98 cents; and lean 


ground $1.19, which due to a 
typographical error in last 
week's story was incorrectly 
listed at $1.10 a pound. 


BABY BEEF AT A&P was up 


in all four categories, due to an 
increase in wholesale prices to 
the chain, Manager Raymond 
Grucholski reported. Sirloin 
was up six cents at $1.95; round 
up 14 cents at $1.89; lean ground 
up four cents at 99 cents a 
pound; and the store's chuck 
seven rib roast was up 10 cents a 
pound at $1.19. 


"Beef is moving kind of slow 


right now; I think the price will 
be down some next week," 
Grucholski said, noting that 
when red meat was in short 
supply 
people 
"bought 


everything you could put in the 


counter. Now that you can get 
your choice anything you want, 
they (consumers) are slacking 
off in buying." He added that 
customers are not complaining 
about prices, just not buying as 
much as they did during the 
"meat scare". 


At Busy Bee Grocery, owner 


Billy B. Collier said his prices 
were the same this week on 
three items surveyed—round 
steak, $1.79; chuck roast 99 
cents and lean ground $1.19. 
Only sirloin was raised from 
last week's $1.79 to $1.89 this 
week. Collier said his wholesale 
beef prices were up a half cent a 
pound this week, but the supply 
was plentiful and he could order 
any types. 


HUGH FULLERTON, owner 


of Fullerton's Grocery and 
Market, who last week had no 
meat available in the survey 
list, said there was "a slight 
decrease in carcass meat" 
when he placed his order and 
got delivery last Thursday. 


"We are real pleased to see 


our regular suppliers (packing 
houses) back; some closed 
during the freeze and we had to 
seek alternate 
sources of 


supply—even though we didn't 
make any money—to provide 
our customers with beef," 
Fullerton said. He said his 
prices this week for heavy beef 
are: Sirloin, $1.79; round, $1.69; 
chuck roast, 99 cents; and lean 
ground, 99 cents. 


He said packing houses tell 


him the buying public is not 
going to see "any drastic drop" 


in overall meat prices im- 
mediately because packers and 
retail outlets want to recover 
profit lost by increased costs 
occurrred during the freeze 
which couldn't be passed to 
consumers. 


PRICES WERE UP 
from 


four to 10 cents a pound on all 
four survey meats a.t Safeway 
Store Tuesday, but Manager 
Bennie Robinson was quick to 
point out, "We don't set the 
price here; we get our prices 
out of Dallas (Headquarters)." 
Robinson said he didn't know 
how the headquarters felt about 
the store being phoned and 
surveyed each week on his 
prices, indicating their policy 
might frown on it, and he in- 
tended to seek a directive on 
this. But he reported this week's 


prices as follows; sirloin, $2.29, 
up 10 cents; round, $1.95, up 
from last week's regular $1.89 
price which was an "advertised 
special" originally quoted at 
$1.65, then lowered to $1.29, up 
sic cents. 


Minyard's Market Manager 


Ed Gordon said his chain hasn't 
had any problem getting meat 
this past week, "except that 
lean beef is hard to come by," 
explaining that this accounted 
for the only increase he had 
posted on lean ground, up 10 
cents from last week to $1.39 a 
pound this week. Unchanged 
were sirloin at $1.79, round 
steak at $2.09, and chuck roast 
at $1.15 a pound for heavy beef. 


BUDDIES SUPER MARKET 


showed no change this week for 
sirloin steak at $1.98 a pound, 


but did have increases on the 
other survey meats. 


Market Manager Roy Fira 


reported round steak was up six 
cents at $1.95 a pound this week; 
lean ground also went up six 
cents to $1.29 a pound; and 
chuck roast was ten cents a 
pound higher this week, selling 
at $1.08. 


Wholesale prices are up to 


Buddies, Fira said, but added, 
"We can get all the meat we 
want." 


"I think it is going to drop 


down some in two to three 
months as more cattle come on 
the market," Fira said, echoing 
reports national wire service 
surveys have reflected.

time. 


During the past month, the 


man had made medical history. 
His disease, a stalking killer at 
other times in other parts of 
the world, had first mobilized a 
young doctor and local health 
authorities and then propelled 
to work a special investigation 
team from the Center For Dis- 
ease Control in Atlanta, Ga. 


Now he is ready to return to 


his job as a handy man. 


One local official called his 


recovery "miraculous." At one 
point, the man had stopped 


breathing, doctors said. 


The man said once his recov- 


ery began, he was more wor- 
ried about his family than him- 
self. He attributed his survival 
to quick qork by diligent physi- 
cians and aides, in diagnosis 
and treatment at Champ Tray- 
lor Hospital in this Texas coast- 
al town. 


He also said he is alive be- 


cause of "the good Lord." 


"If it wasn't for him, I 


wouldn't be here ... It just 
wasn't my time," he sighed. 


The man, 51, consented to tell 


his story to The 
Associated 


Press as long as he wasn't 
identified. 


"It is something that you've 


got to have to know how bad it 
really was," he said. 


"I've known pain because I 


had a broken back and two 
stomach operations and I have 
had pneumonia, but I've never 
known pain that was that bad. 
It just seemed like your whole 
body was a flame of fire," he 
said on the onset of the cholera. 


He was stricken in the pre- 


dawn hours just after he awoke 


to prepare for a fishing ex- 
pedition from his beach front 
trailer home at Magnolia Beach 
near here. 


"I'd gotten about half way 


between the kitchen and the 
bedroom and all of a sudden I 
got sick and I broke and ran to 
the bathroom and I started 
vomiting and using the pot and 
I mean it was just continuous," 
he said. 


He had cramps and, as he 


put it, "You might have played 
football and you know the char- 
ley horses you get in your legs.

EPA Issues Who's Who of Gasoline Guzzlers-Is Your Car on the List? 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) - The 


Environmental 
Protection 


Agency released today its 1974 
Who's Who of Gasoline Guz- 
zlers, showing that the season's 
new cars will get slightly fewer 
miles per gallon, on the aver- 
age, than the 1973 models. 


With some new cars not yet 


tested, EPA reported an overall 
average of 15.1 miles per gallon 
on the 37(5 vehicles checked, 
three-tenths of a mile less than 
the 19715 average. 


The averages ranged from 


24.4 miles per gallon for 2,000- 
pounj cars, to 15.3 mpg at 3,000 
pounds, and on down to a low 
of 8.3 mpg in the heavyweight 
5,500-pound class. 


The most economical car 


tested was a 2,000-pound Honda 
Civic at 29.1 miles per gallon, 
followed by Toyota's Corolla-1 
Couple and Sedan at 27.1 and 
24.8. 


Rock-bottom among the EPA- 


tested cars was the 4,000-pound 
Fcrrari-365 GTB-4 with a 268- 
cubic-inch engine, flaring one 


gallon of gasoline to glide a 
mere 6.4 miles. 


Only a drop or two better 


was a 5,500-pound Oldsmobile 
Toronado with automatic trans- 
mission, whose 445-cubic-inch 
engine rolled it only 6.8 miles 
on one gallon. 


EPA collects fuel-economy 


data while verifying antipollu- 
tion performance in a test that 
simulates urban driving. 


The agency issued its first 


gasoline-mileage listing on 1973 
vehicles last April, to encour- 


age fuel economy and thereby 
reduce pollution and ease the 
energy shortage. 


For 1974 cars, EPA proposed 


the voluntary display, on new 
cars, of gasoline-mileage data 
by weight class and individual 
model. Most manufacturers re- 
portedly intend to participate. 


Within any production run, 


vehicles of identical design and 
equipment may vary widely in 
their actual on-the-road 
fuel 


economy, depending heavily on 
the habits of the drivers. 


But EPA says that the test 


findings and averages provide 
at least a comparison of rela- 
tive fuel economy character- 
istics that can be weighed by 
car-buyers. 


As usual, sheer weight is the 


biggest 
mileage-stealer

PARIS (AP) - The U.S. dol- 


lar and the French franc tum- 
bled on European currency 
markets today in a new wave 
of speculation. 


The franc was at its floor lev- 


el against the West German 
mark, the Belgian franc and 
the Danish kroner. The French 
and German central 
banks 


were ouying heavily to keep the 
franc from dropping below its 
floor level, and the Bundesbank 
was also buying dollars as a 
prop. 


The franc was under heavy 


pressure for the fourth straight 
day. Speculation was fed by ru- 
mors of a possible devaliation. 
The rumors also talked of a re- 
valuation of the Belgian franc. 


The dollar opened strong this 


morning then plummeted in lat- 
er trading, apparently because 
of the nervousness over the 
franc. 


The opening dollar quotation 


in Frankfurt was 2.4150 marks, 
but later slipped to 2.3790, the 
lowest since Aug. 8.

He noted the exception 
would be an alien who is in the 
country under a visa permitting 
permanent residence or who 
has filed to become a United 
States citizen and who also 
resides in the junior college 
district shall be 
charged 


resident rates. His opinion was 
requested by State Auditor 
George McNiel. 


"We don't have any foreign 


students at this time who 
qualify as being in this country 
under the 
law 
(cited by 


Attorney General Hill)," Pres. 
Jones said today in response to 
The Daily Sun's inquiry. 


Pres. Jones said NJC, in 


compliance with state law, 
charges the foreign students the 
$200 per semester, plus the 
normal $60.50 student fees 
charged all resident students. 


Of the 29 presently enrolled 


from outside the United States, 
three are from Kuwait, one 
each from Ehile, India and 
Israel, six from Pakistan, four 
from Bolivia, three from Hong 
Kong, and 10 from Iran.

$1 Million Suit Filed for Reading Skill Lack May Shake California Schools into Improvement 
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SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Peter W. Doe is an 18-year-old 
boy from a middle-class family. 
Throughout his school years, 
Peter attended class regularly, 
causing no disciplinary prob- 
lems 
and 
getting his high 


school diploma on schedule. 


But Peter W. Doe - not his 


real name — was unable to 
read at anything more than a 
fifth-grade level. He couldn't 
comprehend basic job appli- 
cations and was afraid to take 
a salesman's post because of 
the paperwork involved. 


Now, 
nearly two years after 


graduation, Peter is plaintiff in 
a 
SI 
million damage 
suit 


against the San Francisco Uni- 
fied School District and state 
officials who allowed him to 
graduate from high school with- 
out proper reading skills. 


The suit is believed to be the 


first of its kind and authorities, 
who say Peter is only one of 
thousands of youngsters with a 
similar reading problem, are 
watching closely to see what 
will happen 


Ruth Love Holloway, direc- 


tor of the U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion's Right to Read program, 
estimated recently that 40 to 50 
per cent of the pupils in larger 
cities have reading problems. 


Federal statistics indicate 


that 19 million Americans over 
age 16 are like Peter, unable to 
read and comprehend job appli- 
cations, drivers' license man- 
uals or bank loan question- 
naires. 


The vast majority of those 


who cannot read at an adult 
level drop out of school. But 
some experts estimate that sev- 
eral thousand youngsters re- 
main, and graduate, without 
proper reading skills each year. 


Harriet "Doe" said her son 


wasn't aware of his problem 
until after 
he had 
finished 


school. "Then he realized there 
were little ordinary things he 
couldn't do," Mrs. Doe said. 
"He was so embarrassed when 
he couldn't read or comprehend 
job applications." 


Peter wanted to work as a 


salesman in a clothing shop, 
but he was shaken by the pros- 
pect of possible paperwork that 
would show fellow workers he 
did not read well. Instead he 
took a job as an instrument boy 
with a band. 


The suit claims that when Pe- 


ter received his diploma in 
January 1972, his reading level 
made him "unqualified for em- 
ployment other than the most 
demeaning, unskilled, low-paid 
labor." It contends that under

ages. 


Some education critics think 


that the mere filing of the Doe 
suit could have a beneficial ef- 
fect. They hope it will serve as 
a catalyst for action that will 
improve the quality of educa- 
tion, just as lawsuits challeng- 
ing school financing programs 
sparked the beginnings of re- 
form in school funding. 


The suit could open up ques- 


tions on the practice of "social 
promotion," the definition of 
functional illiteracy, and the 


practice of judging a child's 
performance on the basis of 
standardized tests. 


Some 80 educators and law- 


yers felt the filing of the suit 
significant enough to hold a 
conference last spring in Wash- 
ington, D.C. to consider 
its 


ramifications. 


Haskell Freedman, a former 


counsel to the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association and now 
a judge, suggested that the suit 
would require a revolution in 
the field of public school educa- 
tion. 


"It would involve reconsid- 


eration and analysis 
of the 


training of teachers and admin- 
istrators, and school adminis- 
'tration, and a complete over- 
haul of the present system," he 
said at the conference. 


Stuart Sandow, a director of 


the 
Educational Policy 
Re- 


search Center at Syracuse Uni- 
versity, said, "this particular 
problem is one of the natural 
disbenefits 
of 150 years of 


growth of public schools. When 
a system peaks out, the natural 
shift in emphasis is from quan- 
titative to qualitative. Now that 
everybody 
is 
getting 
an 


education, what are they being 
taught?" 


Some 
critics blame 
defi- 


ciencies on the training and 
abilities of those who man the 
classrooms and administrative 
offices. 


Educator-critic Herbert Kohl 


says in his new book, "Read- 
ing, How To," that there are no 
reading problems, only problem 
teachers and problem schools. 


But many teachers contend 


they have too little say in run- 
ning the schools, and that if 
they are to be accountable for 
the success or failure of educa- 


tional programs 
they 
must 


have a share in policy making. 


.A large number of teachers, 


particularly in urban schools, 
report that there are two or 
three Peter Does in their class- 
rooms each year. They claim 
that too frequently the school 
systems provide neither the 
diagnostic services to detect 
learning disabilities nor the re- 
medial 
or 
other supportive 


services to deal with them. 


"There's 
really 
sufficient 


knowledge in the behavioral 
sciences and in education to de- 
velop programs to help these 


kids," but it doesn't seem to be 
used, said James Iv Ballard, 
president of the San Francisco 
Federation of Teachers. 


Other educators pointed out 


that schools virtually ignore tu- 
torial programs in reading and 
basic math beyond the sixth 
grade. 


Dave Darland of the National 


Education 
Association 
said 


most teachers feel the social 
stigma of being "held back" 
has too great a negative effect 
on youngsters and that "social 
promotion" was better than 
having a child repeat a grade. 


World Experts Gather for Year-long Try at Finding Stabilized, Reformed Monetary System 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


world's top financial experts 
gather in Nairobi, K?nya, in 
another week to try to speed up 
the slow pace of international 
monetary reform. Even with a 
push, the job may take another 
year. 


The debate may appear eso- 


teric to most Americans, but 
the new monetary rules that 
are eventually written could 
have enormous implications for 
world trade, jobs, prices and 
the ease and cost of travel. 


In question-and-answer for- 


mat, here are some of the is- 
sues involved in the negotia- 
tions: 


Q. Who is trying to write the 


new monetary rules? 


A. The International Mone- 


tary Fund has set up a special 
committee of finance ministers 
and central bankers for that 
job and it has been at work for 
more than a year. Known as 
the Committee of 20, it broadly 
represents 
the 
126 nations 


which belong 
to the 
inter- 


national monetary system. 


0. What is the main goal of 


the reform effort? 


A. To try to return to a sys- 


tem of fixed values of exchange 
for paper money. Major cur- 
rencies 
now are 
"floating" 


against each other, or finding 
their values from day to day in 
the exchange markets. But na- 
tions like the certainty of fixed 
rates because they can be sure 
of the prices of goods and serv- 
ices in trade and travel. 


Q. Has the "floating" system 


hurt anybody? 


A. American officials claim 


that the value of the dollar has 


dropped too low in currency 
markets, making the price of 
U.S. goods sold overseas cut- 
rate in some cases. The prices 
of 
American 
foodstuffs 
are 


relatively lower, and foreign 
demand has increased as a re- 
sult, 
pushing up U.S. food 


prices. 


Q. What went wrong with the 


old fixed-value system? 


A. In the first place, it was 


too rigid, allowing currencies to 
swing only one per cent in val- 
ue up or down from the official 
value of the dollar. Second, it 


was built around the dollar, 
weakened by years of balance- 
of-payments 
deficits 
that 


poured too many greenbacks 
overseas. And third, there were 
no provisions to change the offi- 
cial value of their currency to 
reflect their real value. 


Q. So what happened9 


A. The system broke down. 


Speculators found the system 
easy prey and profited! The 
United States refused to ex- 
change any more dollars for 
gold, then twice devalued the 
dollar. Other nations changed 


their currency values. All sorts 
of controls on the flow of mon- 
ey from country to country 
were erected, but none has 
proven very effective. 


Q. What will the solution be? 
A. The negotiators are work- 


ing on a system that will per- 
mit a return to the old fixed- 
rate scheme. But there will be 
more flexibility. Currencies will 
be permitted to swing wider in 
value from day to day without 
the necessity of devaluation or 
[ • e v a l u a t i o n . T e m p o r a r y 
"floats" of currencies would be 


allowed under certain condi- 
tions. It is hoped this would 
stave off monetary crises. 


Q. What does this mean for 


the dollar? 


A. The dollar always had a 


special place in the old system; 
almost 
all other 
currencies 


were valued in dollars. Under 
the new rules that would be 
changed. 


Q. What is wrong with the old 


system that permitted other na- 
tions so much discretion in set- 
ting the official value of their 
currencies?

A. From the American stand- 


point, a lot is wrong with it. 
The U.S. poured a lot of dollars 
into Japan and European na- 
tions after World War II to help 
them rebuild. When their econ- 
omies recovered, 
their cur- 


rencies became stronger, but 
many nations were reluctant to 
raise their official values. This 
made their goods artificially 
cheaper. Thus, it was easier for 
the Japanese to flood the U.S. 
market with electronic goods, 
Germany witli cars and cam- 
eras and so forth. 


Q. How can this be corrected 


in the monetary system? 


A. The U.S. treasury lias 


proposed a complicated plan 
that it says would bring more 
fairness and equity to the sys- 
tem. It calls on nations to raise 
the value of their currencies, 
thus making their exports more 
expensive, when they have ac- 
cumulated a lot of money in 
their coffers through balance- 
of-payments surpluses. Surplus 
nations are not now under real 
international pressure to push 
the value of their currencies 
upward. 


Q. You mean thai the U.S. 


plan would virtually require Ja- 
pan to revalue the yen, thus 
raising the price to U.S. con- 
sumers of its television sets 
and oilier products, if it earned 
a lot of monetary reserves 
through trade? 


A. That's the idea. But the 


plan also would put pressure on 
nations in balance-of-payments 
trouble, such as the United 
Stales, to devalue their cur- 
rencies. 


Q. How would this be en- 


forced? 


A. Through international eco- 


nomic sanctions. For example, 
the rules proposed 
by 
the 


United States would allow na- 
tions to put import taxes on the 
goods of any country that bal- 
ked at complying. 


Q. What's the hangup? Isn't 


the plan logical0 


A. Most nations agree with 


the concept. But European na- 
tions think the U.S. plan would 
be too automatic. They want to 
retain 
some 
discretion 
in 


changing the value of cur- 
rencies. 
Q. What will happen 


to gold in the new system? 


A. There appears to be gener- 


al agreement that its role 
should be diminished. Gold was 
the heart of the old system. 
The dollar was valued in terms 
of gold. Nations hold it as mon- 
etary reserves. But there isn't 
enough gold in the world to 
handle the vast amount of 
trade. The U.S. has only $10 bil- 
lion worth. There are $80 billion 
worth of dollars floating around 
in other nations. If the U.S. 
government decided 
to ex- 


change gold for dollars again, 
its gold supply would be wiped 
out overnight. 


Q. What will replace gold? 
A. Probably a bookkeeping 


entry, known by international 
financiers as Special Drawing 
Rights—SDRs—or 
"paper 


gold." The experts are trying 
to think up a better name for 
this new international money 
that is based on nothing more 
than mutual trust and con- 
fidence. An SDR is worth $1.20. 
It has a limited use now. Gov- 
ernments use it to settle official 
debts, and it is traded through 
the 
International 
Monetary 


Fund. 


Q. Do you mean that all the 


world's money might be valued 
in terms of SDRs one day? 


A. This is one plan. The 


United Slates has proposed this 
approach. SDRs can be created 
out of thin air by international 
agreement. The drawback to 
the idea is that there might be 
the temptation to create too 
many, thus eroding the value of 
paper gold. 


Q. What will happen at the 


Nairobi meeting of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund? 


A. It appears the negotiators 


will adopt a document stating 
the areas of agreement and dis- 
agreement; but U.S. and fund 
officials believe it will be next 
spring before basic agreement 
is possible and next fall before 
the final plan is adopted. 


Q. What 
happens 
in 
the 


meantime? 


A. The present system of 


"floating" exchange rates prob- 
ably will remain in effect. 


Q. Will the International Mon- 


etary Fund become any strong- 
er? 


A. Yes. It couldn't get much 


weaker than it is. The major 
nations have virtually ignored 
the 
fund 
in their monetary 


agreements during the past two 
years. But it will mean nations 
will have to give up some of 
their sovereignty.

NCAC To Ask for Manpower Reconsideration 


Wilson Family Has Reunion

The board of the Navarro 


County Action Committee in a 
called meeting Tuesday voted 
to change the name of the 
agency and made plans to 
request County Commissioners 
Court to "reconsider" once 
again and appoint NCAC ad- 
ministrator of the county 
manpower program. There was 
a quorum of 17 directors. 


The board voted to change the 


agency's name to Community 
Servies, Inc., in order to reflect 
the broader 
scope 
of in- 


volvement in recent years 
outside Navarro County, but 
deferred action on overall 
revisions of the by-laws at- 
tendant with the name change 
until recommendations can be 
formulated by the executive 
committee for which various 
vacancies were filled during the 
called meeting. 


Since the agency had been 


hampered in taking 
official 


action on numberous matters in 
its inability to muster a quorum 
over the past two months, 
President W. J. (Bill) McKie 
kept the board moving at a 
rapid pace in actions which saw 
the board adopt an OEO 
Program budget of $216,000 for 
all 
components—administra- 


tion, 
housing, manpower, 


emergency services, adult 
education and neighborhood 
services—for the program year 
beginning Nov. 1, and also 
proposed budgets 
totaling 


$160,801 for two components of 
the OCD-HEW Headstart Child 
Development Program. 


Navarro 
County Com- 


missioners on Sept. 4 reversed a 
decision of Aug. 14 designating 
NCAC 
to 
administer 
the 


manpower program for the 
County, acting on a recom- 
mendation from the North 
Central Texas Council of 
Governments, and designated 
instead that the Hunt County 
Independent School District 
function as the sub-contractor 
for administering the Navarro 
County manpower program. 


"WE 
(NCAC) 
WERE 


DROPPED as a prime con- 
tractor and as a result Com- 
missioners Court took away our 
manpower program and gave it 
to Hunt County, and we have got 
to get that course changed," 
President McKie told the board 
in raising the issue which 
directors feel, from ensueing 
discussion, 
is not finally 


resolved. 


McKie expressed belief the 


NCAC should "go to the COG 
and ask why we were left off as 
a prime contractor (to ad- 
minister manpower develop- 
ment program funds). He said if 
there is a "legitimate, concrete 
reason why we are not eligible, 
we should be told why;" and if 
there isn't this should be 
brought out. 


The president said "I heard it 


was because they (NCTCOG) 
were pretty unhappy with Mr. 
(Jerome) 
Vacek 
(NCAC 


director) and a letter he wrote, 
referring to a letter Vacek 
wrote critical of COG Regional 
Manpower Planning Council 
reportedly taking away $129,000 
in 
funds 
(Manpower 


Development Training Act) 
allocated for programs in 14 
rural counties. 


McKie said the "excuse (of 


Commissioners Court) was that 
we (NCAC) got taken off the list 
of approved contractors. I 
talked with County Judge Rob 
Dunn and he said the County is 
afraid COG won't let the County 
have any money in the future." 


HE ASKED WHAT the board 


wanted to do and Director C. L. 
Redus asked if the action taken 
by Commissioners Court was 
final and "does COG have the 


final say?" 


"If the commissioners court 


told COG they want us to handle 
it, it can be reconsidered," 
Vacek told the board, adding 
that the Department of Labor 
lias said it will let NCAC ad- 
minister the program and will 
work with those agencies which 
have been approved by locally 
elected officials, which in this 
case 
is the county com- 


missioners. 


Asked what the board could 


do, Vacek said in his opinion the 
first step would be to "get a 
change of mind on the part of 
our County Commissioners; the 
second step would be to talk 
with the other counties (af- 
fected)." 


Vacek said the Council of 


Government "cduld go against 
the wishes of the local govern- 
ment representatives" if they 
were persuaded to re-designate 
NCAC as the program ad- 
ministrator." He reported that 
since the controvery broke out, 
there had been "forces mar- 
shaled in the 14 rural counties" 
in opposition to funds being 
taken from them and channeled 
into 
metropolitan 
Dallas- 


Tarrant county programs. 


Redus asked, "What do we 


lose in this county in the way of 
services 
if NCAC isn't 
the 


administrator?" and Vacek 
responded, "Roughly three jobs 
in this county". 


McKie asked if directors as 


individuals wanted to "talk to 
your Commissioners" urging a 
reversal, or if the board wanted 
to take some concerted action in 
seeking to get the Com- 
missioners Court to change its 
mind again. Several said they 
would take it upon themselves 
to talk with members of the 
Court and others asked if it 
"would do any good; 
to go 


before the commissioners as a 
body. Vacek expressed belief 
that it would. 


Vacek said it was his opinion 


the decision isn't irrevocable, 
as Commissioners had given 
NCAC the program, 
then 


changed 
their 
mind 
and 


awarded it to Hunt County, and 
that indicated they "can change 
their mind again" if persuaded 
to this course. 


L E O N A R D 
T A N N E R 


MOVED that as many directors 
as can go before Commissioners 
Court at its next regular 
meeting and "request they 
reconsider and named NCAC 
(County Services, Inc.) as the 
manpower 
program 
ad- 


ministrator administered under 
the Department of Labor for 
Navarro County." 
Several 


seconds were made and Pres. 
McKie declared the motion 
carried overwhelmingly. He 
said the next step will be for 
Vacek to write a letter asking 
for a place on the agenda at the 
Commissioners meeting. 


Pres. McKie told the board 


the agency also has a charter in 
Austin, 
and 
directors 
in 


changing the name will have to 
write an amendment setting 
forth the changes in the by-laws 
and file it for approval. He said 
if the board would vote to 
change the name through the 
proper channels he could assure 
directors this will be done. 


Rather than go into discussion 


and consideration of altering all 
by-laws at this time, the board 
voted to change the name and 
broaden the scope of its 
program 
involvement and 


services 
by 
deleting 
the 


designation of Navarro County 
as its confines of operator, 
leaving it state-wide until 
further study and recom- 
mendations can be forthcoming 
from the executive committee. 


Because of difficulty in ob- 


taining a quorum to transact 
business, Director Vacek urged 
the board to fill existing 
vacancies in the ranks of of- 
ficers and positions on the 
committee so that the executive 
committee can perform such 
duties as are assigned it, and 
can render decisions needed by 
the management staff between 
board meetings. 


CURTIS JONES was elected 


to a vacancy in the office of 
third vice-president and Mrs. 
Edna Conley was elected to a 
vacancy in the 
office of 


secretary. 
The 
17-member 


executive committee is com- 
prised of the six officers — the 
newly elected secretary and 
third vice-president; Pres. 
McKie, Vice-president P.O. 
Fullwood, 
Second 
Vice- 


president Rev. Paul Curry, and 
Treasurer Ed Holmes, along 
with 12 others, allowing for one- 
third which the by-laws specify 
must be from the neighborhood 
representative group. Added to 
the neighborhood sector group 
at the meeting to serve with 
Tillmon Brown and 
Sam 


McDonald after volunteers 
were solicited were Rosemary 
Davis, Frank Williams and 
Mrs. 
R. N. Davenport. Also 


added to the public sector group 
to serve with Billy Hargrove 
and J. 0. Williams were Wayne 
Kittley, Leonard Tanner and E. 
C. Watson. Jessie Beamon is the 
executive committeeman from 
the private-civic sector. 


An unidentified member 


asked if the board, represented 
by 50 per cent of its 32 overall 
members, was being asked to 


delegate a quorum of nine from 
a 17-member executive com- 
mittee to make all decisions; 
and if this was the case, what 
was the purpose of having a 
board. Member Tom Eady said 
that wasn't the case at all. The 
agency had been hampered by 
inability to muster quorums of 
the board frequently, and he felt 
the intent was to provide a 
method through the executive 
panel to take action that may be 
necessary 
between 
board 


meetings or when a quorum of 
the board can't be obtained. 


Vacek said in assignment of 


interim tasks for the executive 
committee he could invision a 
need "to investigate 
and 


authorize the agency to engage 
in legal actions important to its 
programs and services to 
clients, approve budget and 
program modifications that 
may 
be 
necessary 
and 


recommend by-law changes." 
McKie 
said 
he 
wanted

increase,

and the $43,006 for neighborhood 
services represents a slight 
decrease with $172,500 to come 
from application for federal 
funding and $43,500 from non- 


federal share of agency in kind 
service.

component amounts to $136,644 
for continuing the full-day, full- 
year Head Start for enrollment 
of 105 children in five child 
centers—one each in Dawson,

the 
other 


component of $24,161 is to im- 


plement a Head Start part-day 
home-based variation program 
to serve an enrollment of 60 
children. 


Adoption of both budget 


program proposals was enacted 
with little discussion, enabling 
the agency's administration 
staff in position to submit ap- 
plications for the program 
funds to the OEO and Decart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare.
